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Glen Road sidewalk 
will proceed on schedule 


Despite the concern of some 
residents about removal of trees from 
their property, construction on the 
Glen Road sidewalk will proceed as 

+ scheduled. 

Little opposition surfaced Friday 
afternoon at the meetingheld at the 
highway department to air the views 
of those objecting to tree removal. 

Twelve of an approximate 41 Glen 
Road residents were present. Of 
these, five were members of Parents 
Concerned For School Safety, a com- 
mittee formed to promote sidewalk 
construction on Glen Road. They in- 
cluded John Biase, Inez Murray, 
Maureen Ahern, Harriet Lombard and 
Ann Vitale. 

One member said there have been 
two serious accidents involving 
pedestrians on the road in recent 
years 

The committee has ascertained that 
3,520 cars travel the road on which 300 
to 400 children walk to school. 

The sidewalk was originally propos- 
ed as a meandering sidewalk, 
although this was not specifically 
stated in the 1977 town meeting 
warrant article. Now, however, in 
compliance with residents’ wishes, 
the sidewalk will be basically curb- 
side. To date only one family has 
given its permission for the sidewalk 
to meander around trees on their 
property. 

Because a meandering sidewalk is 
safer for children who walk to school, 
a8 well as less expensive and quicker 
to install, the town hopes other 
homeowners will follow suit, said 
Town Manager Sterling Morris in a 
recent telephone conversation. 
However, he added that the town will 
respect the wishes of each individual 
homeowner. 

One woman, who did not wish to be 
identified, said “The town manager 
went out of his way at that Friday 
hearing to try to please everyone who 
was there."” 

‘Another woman expressed a view- 
point shared by many at the meeting. 
She said, ‘I want the sidewalk to go 
through, but I want to be sure I know 
what will happen to my land." 

Still another homeowner 
volunteered to deed part of his land 
outright to the town. 

Morris said he did not believe the 
situation presented an insurmoun- 
table problem. The town, he said, will 
hold further discussions with anyone 
who is still unsatisfied. 


The Parents Concerned For School 
Safety said that the sidewalk was ac- 
tually a saving to the town. They said 
that unless a sidewalk program were 
begun at once, they had planned o re- 
quest three buses for the children 
which would cost $120,000 a year. A

Nancy Clark voted 
Woman of the Year 


Somebody recently asked Nancy 
Clark, “How do you do all these 
things?” 

“I don’t do them - they happen to 
me!" she replied. 

The latest “thing” that has happen- 
ed to Nancy is in recognition of some 
of the other “things” that “happen.” 
Last week, she was voted Woman of 
the Year by the Federal Women's 
Council. 

Nancy is the sort of person who is 
always involved in something. She is 
very much into “people” activities. It 
is an area where she does not seek 
recognition, but deseryes a great deal 

She often collects various 
materials, for one charitable cause or 
another. She does not work in a for- 
mal organization in this line, but has a 
clique of what she calls “key people.”’ 
It is a network of people who know 
her, and who are willing to help. 

One of her projects is yarn collec- 
ting. Her fellow employees at I.R.S. 
in Andover, along with other people, 
give her yarn, which she then takes to 
the Senior Citizens’ Drop-In Center in 
Wilmington. The Seniors there make 
the yarn into lap robes, and they are 
sent to hospitals. Nancy doesn’t buy 
the yarn, and she doesn’t do much 
knitting. She just makes it happen. 

Other projects have included collec- 
ting items for an Indian School in 
Arizona, and for a hospital ship during 
the Vietnam war.

4 Wiltington officials met recently 
Wit Carla B. Johnston, executive 
direetor of the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council (MAPC), at 
Wilmington Town Hall. The meeting 
was.artanged by MAPC to discuss 
town conterns and ways MAPC can be 
of assistance. 

Wilmington officials who attended 
the meeting were Town Manager 
Sterling Morris, Jackie Allaman, a 
member of the Conservation Commis- 
sion; and Madelyn McKie, MAPC 
representative. 

Among the issues discussed during 
the meeting were Wilmington 
transportation projects including road 
marker and sign safety, the town's 
identification of bicycle paths and ob- 
taining technical assistance from 
'MAPC to set up a real property file. 

MAPC will also be assisting in some 
consumer education seminars on 
energy and water conservation. 

“I hope this meeting is just the 
beginning ofa new level of respon- 
siveness on the part of MAPC to the

She 
then arranged with an Air Force 
chaplain at Hanscom Field to have the 
toys shipped to Vietnam, no charge. 
She moved to Wilmington 25 years 
ago, first living in the house that is 
now the Methodist parsonage. Nancy 
is one of the more active members of 
the United Methodist Church. She is a 
member of the board of trustees of the 
Eastern Conference of the church. 
Nancy raised 10 children, two of 
whom still live at home. She served 
one term on the Wilmington School 
Committee, but ran for office twice. 
For a number of years, she was 
known as “Nosey Nancy," writing a 
chatty column for the Town Crier, and 
later for another newspaper. Even 
without the column, she-still has her 
sources, and is almost a human 


newspaper. 

For many years, she was in the real 
estate business in Wilmington. She 
first sold real estate with her hus- 
band, then in a partnership, and final- 
ly alone. She sold her business and 
now.works for Internal Revenue. 

It didn't take the people at LR.S. 
long to find out what people in 
Wilmington have known for so many 
years. The vote to name her Woman 
of the Year was a unahimous one.

Housing Authority announces 
funding for 25 new units 


Wilmington is to receive 25 federal- 
ly funded family housing units with a 
total dollar amount of $1,195,697, ac- 
cording to Housing Authority Chair- 
man George Hooper. 

“It is unfair to force citizens out of 
Wilmington who wish to live there or 
who have lived there all of their lives 
and cannot meet the exorbitant rising 
cost for housing on the public 
market," said‘Hooper. “Someone has 
to champion their cause.” 

Chairman Hooper along with Ex- 
ecutive Director, Henry Borrazzo, 
and other members of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, Lorraine Brozyna, 
vice chairperson; Lulu Sanborn, 
treasurer; Barbara Larson, assistant 
treasurer; and Kevin MacMillan, 
secretary, have worked during the 
past three years to bring additional 
housing to Wilmington. 

The 25 units of federal housing will 
be the first substantial number of un- 
its received by the Town of 
Wilmington in more than 16 years. 

Hooper said that although he did not 
receive all the units he had requested 


from Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (H.U.D.), he was pleased /by 
what he called a “‘first step."’ 

Hooper said that approximately 200 
units would be required to accom- 
modate the elderly in Wilmington and, 
for this reason, he will continue to ex- 
ert effort to acquire more housing in 
the future. 

“I appreciate the effort and 
cooperation given te the Housing 
Authority by the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen, the Wilmington Planning 
Board, and by state’and federal of- 
ficials,"" Hooper remarked. “I would 
be remiss if I did not thank 
Congressman Tsongas for his per- 
sonal efforts which helped make this 
housing a reality."’ 

Borrazzo said that this is an exam- 
ple of what continued efforts and 
Perseverance can accomplish for a 
small town. Many small communities 
did not apply for this funding for it 
was their feeling that this program 
was mostly geared for urban areas, he 
said

Brown Tavern 


Brown's Tavern, soon to be the Tewksbury office of 
the Andover Savings Bank, dates to an approximate 
date of 1800, the Tewksbury Historical Commission 
has determined. The building, at Tewksbury center is 
undergoing reconstruction at this time. 

Maureen Kelly, Peggy Kolesar and Mary Novo of 
the Historical Commission toured the building Satur- 
day morning, in company with others, including some 
bank officials. 

The Historical Commission, Kelly says, has had the 
services of an historical architect from the New 
England Society for the Preservation of Antiquities, 
and has been told by a person who has a local 
knowledge of masonry that the building dates to about 
1800. It isa ‘Federalist era’’ building according to the 
architect. The masonry is the same as that of the 
former Masonic Hall, recently torn down. The former 
Masonic building was dated some years ago at 1800. 

There are two tremendous beams underlying the old 
tavern, They are hand hewn from chestnuts, each $2 
feet long, and still in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion. Chestnut, often used in colonial and post-colonial 
buildings, will not rot unless it becomes wet. 

The old fireplace in the former living room is still in 
its original shapé, but a mason has been employed to 
rebuild the back wall. The former Dutch oven exists in 
its original shape. The walls of the fireplace are 
straight, and do not show any influence of the studies 
of Benjamin Thompson (Count Rumfotd) originally of 
Woburn. 

The place to study the masonry is in the cellar. The 
cellar now has a concrete floor, but the original 
brickwork, laid by an unknown mason about 175 years 
ago, is still in fine condition. 

There are two chimneys, each with an arch to sup- 
port it. The larger chimney has (of course) the larger 
agch in the cellar. 

Both are built of a high quality brick, which perhaps 
was made at a site near the present K of C Hall, beside 
the Shawsheen River. There was a brick kiln at that 
place prion to the War of 1812. ‘ 

The mason who did the work at the Brown Tavern 
was probably the same man who did the later work at 
the Harnden Tavern in Wilmington. The style is exact- 
ly the same. The Harnden Tavern was purchased by
